World Wheat Champion 
Takes It All Quietly 


TORONTO, Nov. 18.—(CP)— 
A 34-year-old farmer from Red 
Deer, Alta, yesterday learned in 
a chance conversation with 
friends at dinner that his entry 
of 18 pounds of Reward wheat 
entered in the Royal Winter Fair 
carried off the world champion 


ship. 
Sidney Allsop couldn't have 
been very surprised. 


The quiet, ruddy-faced farmer 
has been showing wheat since he 
was 16, when he won the Royal 


wheat championship with an 
entry of Turkey’ Red variety in 
1930. 

Since then he has won two 


world wheat crowns at Chicago's 
international exposition, Concen- 
trating on Reward wheat, he cop 
ped the title in 1934 and last year 
He'll probably have a good 
chance of repeating at Chicago 
later this month, 


Wheat from the same 50-acre 
field that produced the Toronto 
award had been sent to Chicago 


and Jack says the Chicago entry 


is “about the same” as that 
which won for him at Chicago 
last year. 

Confronted yesterday with re- 


porters who had sought him for 
almost 24 hours since the an 
nouncement of his winning, he 
related what went into the grow- 
ing of the world-beating kernels. 

Planted on May 15, the wheat 
was carefully harvested with a 


binder about 90 days later. The 
yield, which he estimated 72 
pounds to the bushel, was then 


hand-picked for the best grains. 

Jack has lived with his par- 
ents, Mr, and Mrs, Sidney Allsop. 
and his younger brother, Albert, 
on three Alberta farms—at Wem- 


bley, in the Peace River district, 
and now at Red Deer. 

He is proud of his farm, He 
thinks that Red Deer, gently roll- 
ing country some 100 miles south 
of Edmonton, is “hard to beat” 
for farming. 

Unmarried, Jack farms at the 
480 acres with his parents, It's a 
mixed farm, With his wheat and 
other field crops he raises six 
head of Holstein milk cattle, and 
30 Angus steers. The livestock is 
for use, not for show purposes, 
He would rather stick to winning 
wheat titles. 

His visit to Toronto was the 
first trip east in his life. Toronto 
is a remarkable city, he thinks, 

Maybe there’s one drawback, 
On his farm he has electricity.

He had just 
arrived in New York by air, and 
one of the first questions he ask- 
ed me was what Americun policy 
was to be. He explained that the 
morale of the hard-pressed Na- 
tionalist armies migh: collapse 
unless they received assurances 
of continued American support 

I told Pen that the question of 
policy was being considered in 
Washington now, and that it was 
expecied to figure in the pro- 


jected conference between Prest- 
dent Truman and State Secretary 
Marshall in Washington next 
Monday. With that Pen turned os 
me with a grin and asked: 

“What would your policy be?” 

A question iike that rather 
flabbergasted me for a minute, 
However, my personal feeling and 
that of a lot of other observers 
was something like this: 

Quite apart from friendship, 
the United States couldn't afford 
to see China collapse and be 
taken into the Communist camp 
under control of Russia. That 
would be giving Moscow a 
stranglehold on the Orient. 

I probably should bolster the 
Nationalist armies with a large 
amount of up-to-the-aninute 
equipment, send to China a large 
number of American army of- 
ficers to supervise and advise, 
and provide the wherewithal to 
keep operations going.

These meals will come at 7 to 
7:30 at 11 to 11:30 and at § to 5:30.| 
Obviously, the baby who wakens | 
at six o'clock, or earlier, is not a| 
good candidate for three meals. 
There would be too long a gap) 
between then and 11 o'clock. 

But many a baby, even at five 
months or so, begins to sleep until 
seven in the morning, especially 
now when the mornings are rather 
dark, That, too, depends on the 
amplitude of the food and how 
well satisfied the baby is. 

Naturally, on three meals, the 
child should take fully as much 
food in 24 hours, except that he 
takes it in three instead of four 
meals, So part of his readiness for 
three meals is the ability to eat 
large portions at a meal. If he has 
a very limited capacity, then it is 


better to continue to give him four | 


meals, 

Even when a baby is taking only | 
these three meals it is desirable to | 
offer a fourth, small meal right| 
after the noon nap. This may be 
half a cup of milk, plus two crack- 
ers and he is privileged to take 
as much or as little as he wants 
of this. |

COOKIE DO'S 

WHEN A ROLLED or sliced 
cookie is made, the dough should 
be well chilled. This eliminates 
extra flour and gives a more tender 
cookie. 

WHETHER TO GREASE the 
baking sheet or not is easily an- 
swered. Whenever molasses or fruit 
are included in the mixture by all 
means grease the pan as both these 
ingredients have a tendency to stick 
and burn easily 

UNLESS THE DROP cookies are 
allowed plenty of space they are 
almost sure to merge, so allow at 
least 2 inches between drops 

WHEN A RECIPE calls for short- 
ening in addition to butter, or you 
wish to save on this item, try sub 
stituting part peanut butter. It 
gives a delicious nutty flavor.

ALMOND CRISPS
